(Control) (Fourth Am-i’dment) Order, 1990.

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(b) an application for an import licence from a 
newspaper establishment for newsprint for a 
value covering a quantity of not more than 
40 tonnes. 

For the purpose of collection of fee, the following 
instructions aic for general information :— 

(i) The fee should be credited under the Head 
J453 Foreign Trade and Export Promotion- 
Minor HCad 102—Import Licence application 
fee. 

(ii) Fee should be deposited in any one of the 
branches of Central Bank of India which 
have been authorised to receive Import 
Trade Control deposits. 

(iij) If the applicant is located in a place which 
does not have a branch of Central Bank of 
India authorised to receive Import Trade 
Control deposits, the facility of remittance 
of application fee and other Import Trade 
Control deposits through a bank draft will 
be available. 


(iv) No application will be entertained which is 
not accompanied by such proof of payment of 
the fee prescribed under this order.’
